RUSSIA IN TROUBLE 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 19.—Telegrams 
from Washington and Tokio pubjished 
this morning cast a wet dlanket upon 
the hopes raised hy the imperial 
words ot posce. It is an open se- 
cret here that the Japanese reply 
is distinstly negative, and its ex- 
tremely courteous tone is only equal- 
led by the firmness of spirit which 
characterizes it. 

England’s pro-Japanese policy is ex- 
citing serious attention in political 
eircles here. It is being realized 
fully today that Russia has not got 
to da with Japan so much as with 
England, and that the Anglo-Japan- 
ese alliance is at the bottom of ali 
the present trouble. 

An echo is now loudly heard of the 
utterances of those far seeiag poli- 
ticians who at the moment of the 
Anglo-Japanese allisnce announced 
and proclaimed that this political 


destroying the bdlamce of power in 
the Far East. They have been urged 
by many. politicians that the time 
had come for Russia to retaliate for 
the pin prick policy of England by 
a demonstration toward the Indian 
irantier, and also by aggressive po- 
litical tactics in Persia. Im diplo- 
matic eircles also, where ifdications 
are eagerly sought as to how politi- 
cal straws are pointing, muob inter-. 
est is aroused at the Mmauvais puart 
d’heure the British ambassador ;e- 
cently had when calling upon Couat 
Lamsdorit. At the latter’s reception, 
Sir Chas. Seott’s attitude being of the 
most frigid order. 

Count Lamsdorff was yesterday 
handed the duplicate note of the Jap- 
anese reply by the Japanese minister, 
M. Kurino, whose sincerity as a 
iriend of peace warmly appeals to 
the minister of foreign affairs, Count 
Lamsdorff, it is interesting to know, 
will surely do everything possible tu 
avert war, which he, the life-long 
friend of M. Witte, looks upon with 
the utmost repugnance. Count 
Liamsdorft is tirmly of the opinion 
that if war breaks out between Ja- 
pan and Russia, nothing can preyent 
a general international! conflict esst 
and west.
